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William Thornton Lafferty 
was a University of Kentucky 
trustee in 1908 when the UK 
president, James K. Patterson, 
asked him to establish a col- 
lege of law. 

After much deliberation, and 
reportedly against his wife’s 
wishes, Lafferty — who was 
known throughout the state as 
“the good judge” — gave up his 
lucrative law practice in Cyn- 
thiana and. at 53, began a new 
career as educator. With two 
parttime assistants and a 500 
volume library made up chief- 
ly of his own private collection, 
he welcomed the University’s 
first law class that fall. 

The young college soon out- 
grew its first quarters in the 
Educational Building (now Fra- 
zee Hall), and Dean Lafferty 
laid claim to the unused attic 
of Miller Hall. This was re- 
modeled to provide three class- 
rooms, a library, a practice 
courtroom, and faculty offices. 

The century’s second dec- 
ade became a time of achieve- 
ment for the judge and his in- 
fant college. In 1911, for ex- 
ample, he inaugurated h i s 
"moot court,” which won high 
praise from the law deans of 
Harvard, Chicago, Columbia 
and Virginia. The college be- 
came the third in the South to 
be accredited by the New York 
Board of Regents, and UK law 
credits were accepted readily 
at such graybeard institutions 
as Harvard and Yale. A law 
journal was established (it was 
only the 10th in the nation), 
and the law library grew sig- 
nificantly under Lafferty’s di- 
rection. 

The judge died in 1922, dis- 
appointed that his effort to ob- 
tain state funds for his long- 
dreamed-of law building had 
been narrowly turned down in 
Frankfort. His dream became 
reality in 1938, however, when 
the University’s present law 
building was built and dedicat- 
ed in his honor.
